All right-thinking Georgians are united 
today in a heartfelt sense of shame and

Heres an Old Friend, 
Chaliapin, Once More 


Feodor Chaliapin, the grandest basso who 
ever sang in grand opera, in my time. Re- 
member him, in the days of Atlanta’s opera glory, 

when the Metropolitan took over the old auditorium for a week 
and when the city talked and lived nothing but the opera for that 
week? When the first item in Atlanta’s fame, spoken by people 
from other places, was her annual opera season? 

Chaliapin, the Russian. He stood, as I recall it, several inches 
more than six feet. He made an awesome spectacle on the opera 
stage in such a role as the title part in “Boris Godonoff.” I heard 
him in that opera. Also in the “Barber of Seville,” in “Mefis- 
tofele,” and one or two others. 

Many were the stories told of Chaliapin. A sort of Chaliapin 
cult of anecdotes accumulated, like the old-time Ford jokes. 

They say, the first season he was here, he could speak very 
little English. One night, at a reception for the opera stars at the 
Druid Hills Club, he was found, lonely, wandering in the grounds 
by a well-known Atlantan. The Atlanta man had a flask of corn 
liquor in his pocket. He offered it to Chaliapin, pointing .to it and 
saying “Vodka.” The only Russian word he'd ever heard or known. 

Chaliapin beamed, practically emptied the flask at one swallow, 
and immediately appointed himself bosom friend to this generous 
Atlantan, And tried to show that friendship by singing, at the 
top of his great voice, the “Song of the Volga Boatman.” With 
the result almost the entire party moved out into the grounds when 
they heard him, 

Another story about Chaliapin was to the effect he had to send 
all the money he earned in this country to the Soviet government 
in his native Russia, retaining only enough for the bare necessities 
of life for himself. That he had to do this as a condition for 
permission to leave the Soviet and to return. 

I hadn't seen his name in print for a long time until just a few 
days ago. Then he was named as the star of the screen production 
of the opera “Don Quixote,” made in Europe but showing at some 
theaters in this country, 

How long since Chaliapin made this film I don’t know. Whether 
it is a recent production or an old one I have no idea. I had 
suspected Chaliapin was dead by this time. 

But, when-I see “Don Quixote” billed at an Atlanta theater, 
I'll go to see arid hear Chaliapin once again, just for old times sake. 


Those old, annual opera seasons were prolific in 
Great Days unusual experiences, 

There wag that after-the-opera party when 18 of the top living 
stars in all the world organized themselves into a triple sextet 
and sang that lovely sextet from “Lucia” for the crowd. 

There was the time, at another party, when a famous soprano 
star asked for a drink, meaning ice water. And somebody misun- 
derstood and passed her a glass half filled with clear, white corn 
whiskey. She took one swallow and, when she could again speak, 
the language she used—if we could have translated it—was un- 
doubtedly unladylike. 

There was the afternoon when Enrico Caruso “swapped songs” 
for better than an hour with the spiritual-singing Glee Club in the 
Auditorium at Morris Brown 

There was the time, during said Caruso’s first season here— 
before he had been properly exposed to Atlanta customs—when he 
refused to talk with a certain newspaperman by saying, “No spik 
Engleesh.” (Which was, to put it politely, a misstatement of fact.) 

The newspaperman responded something like this: “All right, 
(very insulting phrasing)—see if 


you ———_- -——_——_- -— 
I care,” 

Next time, Caruso did “spik Engleesh.” 

It.would be fun to turn back the clock, to those old days, and 
talk again with them all—including Feodor Chaliapin, the greatest

Economists Look at Future 


WASHINGTON—A _ price control measure, jerry-built, has 
emerged from the present mess. The President signed a compro- 
mise bill which divides the pricing authority between a vestigial 
OPA, a decontrol board, and Secretary of Agriculture Clinton An- 
derson (whose enthusiasm for price control it would be difficult 
to underestimate), but the danger of inflation has by no means 
ended. With the strongest measure the most enthusiastic price 
controller could devise, it would be no easy task to clamp controls 
back on farmers: and businessmen who have tasted the sweet de- 
lights of the free market. It m this which makes so interesting the 
conclusions reached at a recent series of three meetings, attended 
by a special elite of Government economists, who met to peer into 
what a future without price controls, or with ineffective price 
controls, might mean. 

It does not require the memory of an elephant to know that the 
Government economists are capable of error. Yet their influence 
in the Government, though largely unrecognized, is still vast: as 
certain Roman Emperors, dizzied by the complex business of run- 
ning the empire, came to rely on their favorite soothsayers, so the 
top men of the American Government turn to the economists for 
a glimpse of the future. If the economists have sometimes been 
wrong, they have more often been right. And what makes the 
conclusions reached at the series of three meetings worth pondering 
is the fact that all the men saw the shape of the future, within 
certain broad limits, in much the same way. 

Moreover, 


Best Minds Government were represented. Among those at- 
tending the meeting were Jacob Mosak and Walter Salant, of the 
Office of Economic Stabilization; Donald Wallace and Richard 
Heflebower, of OPA; Joseph Mehan and Louis Paradise, of Com- 
merce; Richard Bissell, Everett Hagen and William Remington, of 
OWMR, and Arthur Smithies, of the Bureau of the Budget. 

All the men agreed (and their predictions are already being 
painfully substantiated) that there would be sharp rises right away 
in the basic agricultural commodities, wheré the market is most free. 
But in what in the economists’ lingo is called “the administered 
industries’--those in which a small group of managers determine 
prices—there would be a sort of breathing space, a few weeks of 
hesitation while the managers sized up the markets. Then, whether 
from cupidity or necessity, prices in these industries too would 
begin to go tp in earnest. By November, it is of political interest 
to note, consumers should begin to feel the pinch in no uncertain 
manner, 

It is particularly interesting that none of the men foresaw really 
catastrophic inflation on the continental scale: it is a relief to know 
that some of the horror stories which have been circulating are 
probably exaggerated. The dollar will be worth less. Estimates 
(or rather informed guesses) of the peak of inflation ranged be- 
tween 25 percent and 50 percent above the present cost of living, 
Some of the men believed that this peak would be reached early 
in the Spring of 1947, while others did not believe that it would 
come until next Autumn. 

But they all expected that some time next year the bubble 
would burst. They were sure that the collapse would not be 
another 1929, but would be temporary, and probably would not last 
for more than a year. Beyond that, none of the economists cared 
to commit themselves. The upswing might last a long time. Then 
might not

As to what will happen under a weak 
compromise bill, which the° President 
reluctantly signed, there was less unanimity Some optimists 
believe that something close to the recent price line can be 
regained and held without major bulges, Others were more skep- 
tical, pointed to the difficulties of administration and of reim- 
posing controls, and stated their opinion that the difference be- 
tween OPA and no OPA was a matter of degree: OPA was a sort 
of tentative insurance, no sure thing but a fairly good bet. But 
all the men were agreed that reasonably strong price control was 
the only possible hope for avoiding another great wave of strikes. 

That is the center of the price control crisis, as CIO President 
Philip Murray has made abundantly clear. All the economists fore- 
see the shape of the future in much the same way. What they see 
is not encouraging, but on the face of it, it does not spell catas- 
trophe. Painful as it might be, the economy of the country could 
survive the kind of moderate inflation which the economists pre 
dict in a future without strong price control. 

But if the cost of living rises steeply there will surely be strikes, 
and prolonged as those of last Winter. The question is, 
whether the scars left by yet another wave of strikes, following so 
close on the last. would ever really heal. This country Nas neyer 
been so deeply Aivided politically as many European countries have 
been. But andther great series of strikes might well create such 
a bitter division,
